he need for an ethical dental 

budget plan to serve the require- 

ments of Chicago area dentists and 
their patients has become increasingly 
evident in recent years. In our present 
industrial economy, the consumer lives 
on a flow of cash income but most people 
today do not have sufficient immediate 
purchasing power to pay cash for auto- 
mobiles, refrigerators, television sets or 
other goods and services involving a 
sizable cash outlay. One means by which 
people can obtain goods and services they 
need or want is through the use of in- 
stallment credit. Installment credit is 
simply enforced savings wherein the 
monthly payments required are budgeted 
within the family income. 

By and large, the American public has 
accepted the use of installment credit 
in almost everything they do. Therefore, 
placing dental care on a deferred-pay- 
ment basis is consistent with the present 
buying habits of our patients and, in 
addition, makes it possible for patients 
requiring dental care which is beyond 
their immediate cash resources, to enjoy 
the benefits of good dental health. 

Recognition of these factors brought 
about a comprehensive study by a special 
committee to determine the most equit- 
able basis for both dentist and patient 
upon which such a plan could be formu- 
lated. This committee examined the

plans operating successfully in other 
areas and, after consulting with officials 
of prominent financial institutions ex- 
tending consumer credit, have adopted 
a plan which contains the principles 
recommended by the American Dental 
Association. 

The general provisions of the plan are 
as follows: 

1. All members in good standing of 
the Chicago Dental Society are eligible 
to participate in the plan. The Society, 
upon request, will forward copies of the 
agreement to be entered into between 
the dentist and The First National Bank 
of Chicago, who have agreed to admin- 
ister the plan in accordance with the 
provisions outlined herein. The dentist- 
bank agreement form is published fol- 
lowing this article, as Exhibit “A.” 

Upon execution of the required agree- 
ment, in duplicate, the dentist is to sub- 
mit both copies to the Chicago Dental 
Society, so that it may indicate the den- 
tist’s eligibility thereon and forward to 
the bank. The bank, in turn, will place 
its acceptance on the agreement and 
return a completely executed copy to 
the dentist for his files. 

2. The necessary forms for use in 
Processing transactions for patients will 
be provided by the bank without cost to 
the dentist. The bank will provide a dis- 
tinctive sign for the dentist’s office to 
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indicate the availability of the plan to 
patients, also without cost to the dentist. 
Complete instructions pertaining to the 
preparation of the necessary forms and 
the mechanics of the Pf will be issued 
to each participating dentist. In addi- 
tion, an educational program designed to 
acquaint the dentist and his assistant 
with the operating details of the plan 
will be offered at such times as are 
deemed convenient for the participating 
members. 

3. It will not be necessary for either 
the dentist or the patient to visit the 
bank for completion of financing ar- 
rangements. The credit application and 
note form will be completed in the den- 
tist’s office and submitted to the bank 
for processing. It is contemplated that 
the dentist’s assistant will aid the patient 
in properly completing the credit appli- 
cation and obtain the required signatures 
on the note after the dentist has deter- 
mined that the patient desires to pay for 
his dental work on a monthly installment 
basis. 

4. Credit applications may be sub- 
mitted to the bank over the telephone or 
by mail. Upon receipt of the application, 
the bank will make its usual credit inves- 
tigation of the applicant and inform the 
dentist of approval or rejection within 
not more than 24 hours. The bank will 
telephone all credit approvals or rejec- 
tions to the dentist or his assistant. Where 
credit applications are submitted over 
the telephone, the dentist must mail the 
properly executed application and note 
form to the bank upon receipt of tele- 
phone approval. 

5. Itis desired that the following stand- 
ard terms and credit requirements be 
adhered to; however, it is realized that 
there may be occasions where deviations 
will be acceptable to the bank due to 
exceptional circumstances. Prior approval 
must be obtained from the bank in all 
cases where the dentist desires the bank 
to waive certain of these requirements. 

(a) A minimum of $100.00 of dental 
work may be financed. 

(b) Terms of 6, 9, 12, 15, or 18 
months, may be extended to the patient 
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depending on his ability to make the 
required monthly payments. In cases in- 
volving amounts in excess of $300.00, a 
term of 21 or 24 months may be ex- 
tended. The maximum acceptable term 
is 24 months. 

(c) The time charges to be includ 
in the patient’s note are to be com- 
puted in accordance with the “Monthly 
Payment Chart” provided by the bank. 
These charges are based on $6.00 for each 
$100.00 per year with a minimum charge 
of $6.00 to the patient. There are no 
other charges of any kind assessed to the 
patient. 

(d) The following minimum credit 
requirements must be met by all appli- 
cants: 

(1.) Applicant must be 21 years of 
age. 
(2.) Applicant must reside within a 
50 mile radius of Chicago. 

(3.) Applicant must be employed for 
at least one year with his present em- 
ployer and be on a regular salary or wage 
basis. Self-employed persons are accept- 
able provided that they are well estab- 
lished in their present business. 

(4.) Applicant must have a good pre- 
vious credit record. This will be estab- 
lished by the bank through the credit 
investigation. 

(5.) If applicant is married, both 
husband and wife must sign the note. 
The credit application must be in the 
name of the husband and the credit in- 
formation must pertain to him inasmuch 
as he is presumed to be the principal 
wage earner in the family despite the 
fact that both husband and wife may be 
employed. 

6. All notes are to be made payable 
to the order of the dentist and are to be 
endorsed by the dentist to the bank, 
without recourse. Immediately upon re- 
ceipt of the note of an approved appli- 
cant, the bank will mail a check to the 
dentist for 96% of the amount due to 
him. The remaining 4% will be set aside 
in a “common pool” reserve account in 
the name of the Chicago Dental Society. 
Experience indicates that losses will be 
incurred in this type of financing and in 


order to eliminate any liability to the 
Society or the dentist for these losses it 
is deemed necessary to provide a reserve 
against which such losses may be charged. 
Initially, the reserve is being established 
on a 4% basis but it is subject to an 
annual review of the loss experience to 
determine whether the reserve is exces- 
sive or inadequate in the light of this 
experience. In the event that the annual 
review indicates the 4% figure is exces- 
sive, the amount considered to be excess 
may be paid to the Society to cover its 
cost of participating in and promotion of 
the plan, or for its proper use as a non- 
profit organization. 

7. The bank will make every effort to 
collect the full amount due on each in- 
dividual note, but in those few cases 
where this is impossible, any losses in- 
curred will be charged to the reserve 
account. The reserve factor of the plan 
will permit the bank to be liberal in its 
extension of credit which, in turn, will 
result in making complete dental care 
available to more people; however, it is 
neither the interest nor the desire of the 
Society or the bank to extend credit to 
persons having a poor credit history. The 
determination of the credit acceptability 
of patients must be left to the trained 
personnel of the bank who are thor- 
oughly familiar with the problems in- 
volved in extending credit and can best 
judge the merits of each individual case. 
Where delinquencies or defaults arise, 
the bank will act in a manner designed 
to preserve the dignity of the dental pro- 
fession and maintain the goodwill of the 
patient. 

8. The plan does not contemplate 
that dentists will have any liability or 
credit losses incurred through a patient’s 
failure to complete payment to the bank. 
However, inasmuch as the patient is not 
required to visit the bank, there are cer- 
tain responsibilities which must be as- 
sumed by the dentist. These are to prop- 
erly identify the patient and his signature 
and to ascertain that the patient is of 
legal age and is legally competent. In 
addition, the dentist must also assure the 
bank that the note is a genuine instru- 


ment given solely in consideration of 
professional services rendered or to be 
rendered and that there are no defenses 
against payment of the note which may 
be asserted by the patient. There are 
matters to which only the dentist can 
attest and are essential to providing the 
bank with a bona fide obligation which 
is enforceable against the obligor. The 
dentist, therefore, must indemnify the 
bank against losses arising out of trans- 
actions which prove to be invalid or un- 
enforceable in any of these respects. To 
cover this indemnity a repurchase obli- 
gation to the dentist has been made a 
part of the agreement between the den- 
tist and the bank. 

9. The Society’s rules and regulations 
governing participation in the plan will 
provide for a method of adjudicating 
cases involving complaints of patients re- 
garding dental services financed through 
the bank. The agreement requires the 
dentist to repurchase notes in cases of 
incompleted services or disputes; the per- 
manent dental plan committee will serve 
as an intermediary in all such cases and 
the dentist shall be bound by the decision 
of the committee. 

10. In order to permit the bank to 
act in accordance with accepted proce- 
dures used in installment financing, the 
authority to extend, renew and combine 
notes of patients has been included in 
the agreement. Many situations could 
arise which make it necessary to amend 
the patient’s original note and these pro- 
visions make it possible for the bank to 
act with a reasonable amount of freedom 
to accommodate patients requesting such 
adjustments. In the event a patient has 
an unpaid balance on a note and requires 
additional financing for dental services, 
it will be necessary to combine this un- 
paid balance with the additional amount 
into a new note to preclude the patient 
having more than one outstanding obli- 
gation to the bank. The bank will inform 
the dentist or his assistant of the amount 
of the unpaid balance to be included in 
the new note, if any, at the time of tele- 
phone credit approval. Credit approval

EXHIBIT “A”

Gentlemen: 


I am a duly licensed and regularly practicing dentist in the State of Illinois, a 
member in good standing of the Chicago Dental Society, and eligible under the 
Society’s rules and regulations to participate in the Society’s Dental Budget Plan. 
It is my desire to offer to sell to you, from time to time, upon the following terms and 
conditions, promissory notes (hereinafter called “Notes”) which I acquire from 
patients in payment of their bills: 

1. You shall be under no obligation to purchase any Notes which I may offer to 
you hereunder and the terms of this Agreement shall apply only to those Notes 
which you shall, in your sole discretion, deem to be acceptable. 

2. All Notes which you purchase from me shall, upon delivery, be indorsed by 
me without recourse. 

3. All Notes offered for sale to you hereunder shall be on a form approved by 
you and shall contain a time price differential charge which shall be determined in 
accordance with rate charts which you shall furnish to me from time to time. 

4. You shall pay me for all Notes purchased by you hereunder, an amount equal 
to the unpaid face amount thereof less the amount of the time price differential . 
charge included therein and also less an amount to be determined by you, from time 
to time, by prior notice to me in writing, which amount shall be credited by you to 
the Chicago Dental Society Reserve Account, subject to your Dental Budget Plan 
Agreement with the Chicago Dental Society as it may be in effect from time to time. 
It is understood that I shall have no interest whatsoever in amounts so credited to 
the Chicago Dental Society Reserve Account. Until such time as you shall notify me 
to the contrary in writing, you shall deduct from the unpaid face amount of the 
Note less the time price differential charge an amount equal to four percent (4%) 
thereof. 

5. In order to induce you to purchase such Notes as you may in your sole dis- 
cretion deem advisable, I hereby warrant, represent, and agree with respect to each 
Note that I shall offer to you for purchase hereunder that: 

a. Each such Note is valid, genuine and binding on legally competent parties 
whose signatures are affixed thereto and is in all respects what it purports to be: 

b. Each such Note shall have been given in payment of professional services 
rendered and materials furnished by me or in consideration of my promise to render 
such services and furnish such materials; 

c. Such Notes are not subject to any disputes, setoffs or counterclaims. 

In the event that any of the above warranties, representations or agreements 
should, at any time, be breached or prove to be incorrect with respect to any Note 
sold to you, or if the services contracted for are not completed, or if the signer of 
the note disputes it or asserts a setoff or counterclaim, I hereby promise and agree, 
notwithstanding that the indorsement of the Note by me is without recourse, to 


promptly repurchase the Note or Notes involved by paying to you an amount equal 
to the remaining unpaid amount thereof less the amount originally deducted by you 
for credit to the Chicago Dental Society Reserve Account. 

I understand that the Rules and Regulations for participants in the Dental Budget 
Plan of the Chicago Dental Society as adopted and amended from time to time by 
the Board of Directors of the Chicago Dental Society may provide for whole or 
partial relief from my obligation to repurchase a note in the event the signer of the 
note disputes it or asserts a setoff or counterclaim. 

6. I hereby waive presentment for payment, protest, notice of protest and any 
other notice or demand whatsoever and agree that you shall not be required to 
pursue any legal remedies whatsoever against the obligors on any Notes purchased 
from me hereunder. You, without affecting or impairing your rights under this 
Agreement with respect to the debt evidenced by any Note and without affecting, 
impairing or releasing my obligation in connection therewith, may extend the time of 
payment of any Note or installment thereof, may take renewal notes payable to 
the Bank’s own order and may combine or consolidate several Notes of the same 
signer(s) under the Dental Budget Plan, and in doing any of the foregoing may 
increase or decrease the amount of installments. 

7. This Agreement shall be subject to termination by either party hereto upon 
thirty (30) days written notice to the other. 

This Agreement is also subject to immediate termination upon receipt of notice 
by you from the Chicago Dental Society that I am no longer a member thereof or 
am, for any reason, otherwise ineligible to participate in its Dental Budget Plan. 
Notes purchased by you prior to the effective date of termination shall not be 
affected thereby. 

Your acceptance in the space provided below shall constitute this an Agreement 
between us which shall inure to the benefit of and be binding upon our respective 
heirs, successors and assigns.

JOE LEBOW’S DENTAL RECORDS 
ESTABLISH IDENTIFICATION 


Dr. Joseph Lebow became a firmer 
believer than ever recently when photo- 
static copies of one of his case records 
enabled a Michigan dentist working with 
law enforcement agencies in a city on the 
eastern shore of Lake Michigan to identi- 
fy a body washed ashore in that area.

EXTRACTION OF FIRST 
PERMANENT MOLARS 


The reports on record cannot defi- 
nitely confirm or reject the opinion 
widely accepted by school dentists that 
systematic extraction of 6-year molars 
has a distinct prophylactic effect on 
dental caries. An investigation was car- 
ried out with two identical groups of 
children, observed for nine years. In the 
x-group, the 6-year molars were ex- 
tracted throughout, while in the k-group 
no teeth were extracted. The eruption 
of the teeth and the frequency of caries 
were practically the same in both groups. 
The average number of carious teeth for 
all ages was slightly higher in the k- 
group. Analysis of the number of carious 
surfaces showed a reduction—the num- 
ber of proximal lesions in the teeth of 
the sides of the jaws and the frontal 
teeth of the upper jaw was smaller for 
the x-group than for the k-group. A 
diagram showing the curves for the de- 
velopment of caries on the surfaces shows 
a distinct selective reduction in caries, 
which is most probably due to the ex- 
tractions. It appears that the reduction 
is due to the migration of the teeth and 
consequent better possibility for certain 
surfaces to keep themselves clean. It is 
stressed that, in view of the extent of 
caries, the advantages offered by the 
systematic extraction should be realized. 
In this connection an account is given 
of a statistical analysis on the basis of 
a group of school children of uniform 
age. It was found, among other things, 
that during the first six years’ treatment 
at the school clinic, 42 per cent of the 
fillings were made in the 6-year molars.

CARIES PRODUCTION FROM 
WHITE BREAD AND POTATOES 


It has been shown that dental caries 
can be produced in the albino rat when 
nothing but a refined carbohydrate, 
white bread, or a natural carbohydrate, 
the potato, come into contact with the 
teeth. During the time of this experi- 
ment, these rats were fed certain food 
materials by stomach tube. One of each 
pair was fed white bread only by mouth, 
while its litter mate was fed boiled pota- 
toes. This procedure assured that only 
one food material came into contact with 
the teeth throughout the life of the ani- 
mal. There were considerably more le- 
sions and a much higher caries score 
brought about by the natural carbohy- 
drate, potato, than by the refined car- 
bohydrate, white bread, coming into con- 
tact with the teeth. A large number of 
carious lesions were produced by feed- 
ing orally either the refined or natural 
carbohydrate. — CARIES PRODUCED 
BY FEEDING WHITE BREAD AND 
POTATOES, by John Haldi, Ph.D., and 
Winfrey Wynn, M.A. The New York 
State Dental Journal, December, 1954.

must be obtained from the bank in all 
cases despite the fact that the patient 
may have had or has a previous dental 
obligation to the bank under the plan. 
For notes combining an existing obliga- 
tion with a new advance, the bank will 
only withhold 4% of the amount repre- 
senting the new advance from the den- 
tist’s proceeds. 

11. The dentist or the bank may ter- 
minate the agreement at any time by 
giving 30 days written notice to the other 
party. In addition, the Society’s rules and 
regulations governing participation in 
the plan shall provide for termination 
upon ceasing to be a member in good 
standing of the Chicago Dental Society 
or in the event any of the rules or regu- 
lations adopted are breached. All notes 
purchased from a dentist prior to the 
effective date of termination shall be 
subject to all of the terms of the agree- 
ment until paid in full by the obligor.

by children than in the consumption of 
water. Fluoridated milk might possibly 
be harmful in areas where the water 
supply is fluoridated or naturally con- 
tains sufficient fluorides. Serious practical 
difficulties and hazards would be pre- 
sented in controlling the rate of applica- 
tion and in testing the amount of fluo- 
rides added to relatively small volumes 
of milk by a large number of individual 
milk plants, and the responsibility for 
control would necessitate the introduc- 
tion of a complicated system of super- 
vision. A lack of uniform distribution is 
likely to result when only a portion of the 
milk supply would be fluoridated in a 
given area. This would reduce the bene- 
fits to be obtained by the population in 
that area. For these reasons, water fluori- 
dation remains a much preferable pro- 
cedure.—The New York Journal of Den- 
tistry, January, 1955. O.C.L.
